TULLOCHMOOR SUNK 
BY UNDERSEA BOAT. 

Barry, Wales, Mav 30.—The British 
steamer Tullochmoor, 3,520 tons. was 
shelled and sunk by a German siUbma- 
rine Friday night. The crew escaped 
and has landed here. The Tullochmoor 
was in ballast from Genoa for South 
Shields. 

The Tullochmoor was built in 1899, 
and was owned by the Moore Line, Ltd., 
of Newcastle, England 

London, May 0.—The

if there are no elements in the countrv 
with sufficient capa: to wrest the 
republic from its state of anarchy. 

The advisabilitv of placing an em- 
bargo on the exportation of arms and 
ammunition to Mexico has been urged 
as one means of putting a stop to 
fighting there.
